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A PEW  WORDS  FROM  PAN'S  PRESIDENT 


I'm  happy  to  say  I don't  have  to  give  you  the  choice  as  to 
whether  you  want  the  good  news  or  the  bad  news  first.  In  fact, 
as  I see  it,  all  the  news  regarding  our  hobby  is  good!  I've 
had  the  opportunity  of  attending  coin  shows  every  week  for  the 
past  month,  and  I can  see  renewed  interest  in  numismatics  -- 
particularly  on  the  part  of  the  collector,  the  real  hobby  en- 
thusiast. What  is  even  more  gratifying  is  the  fact  that  most 
individuals  are  now  becoming  more  quality  conscious.  Oh,  there 
will  always  be  collectors  who  simply  fill  the  holes  in  their 
collections  with  the  first  coin  they  see... and  that's  okay,  for 
it  takes  all  kinds  of  collectors  to  make  our  hobby  successful. 

But  generally,  more  and  more  collectors  are  making  certain  that 
the  price  of  the  coin  matches  the  quality. 

Whatever  the  reason  for  this  turnabout,  I believe  we  should  take 
heed  of  what's  occurring  and  capitalize  on  it.  Maybe  it's  just 
the  natural  cycle  of  events ...  perhaps  the  public's  becoming  more 
aware  of  our  hobby  due  to  the  publicity  and  discussions  created 
by  the  professional  grading  services.  However,  I do  see  it  loud 
and  clear  in  attendance  at  shows  as  well  as  increases  in  member- 
ship in  the  clubs  of  my  area,  northeastern  Pennsylvania. 

.In  addition,  I believe  we  have  more  good  news  in  our  future.  I 
get  involved  in  discussions  at  many  of  the  shows  I attend,  coin 
meetings  and  coin  shops,  concerning  the  prof essioinal  grading 
services.  I am  certain  we  will  see  more  and  more  professional 
grading  services  entering  the  market... and  I feel  quite  strongly 
that  automatically  there  will  be  created  a competitive  environ- 
ment which  will  lead  to  more  precise  and  accurate  grading  which 
will  be  helpful  to  both  the  collector  and  investor. 

The  early  history  of  many  of  our  improvements  were  expensive  and 
controversial  at  their  outset,  but  time  and  competition  eventually 
bring  everything  into  perspective  and  down  to  earth.  Initially, I 
was  critical  of  professional  grading  services  because  I consid- 
ered them  an  affront  to  my  own  experience  and  ability.  But 
fortunately  (as  I noted  in  the  last  Clarion),  it  seems  that  the 
collector  and  the  investor  can  co-exist  and  stand  side-by-side 
at  any  bourse  table  or  coin  shop.  Hopefully,  as  we  control  the 
quality  by  competition,  we  can  force  more  reality  into  the  prices 
between  the  various  mint  state  grades. 

We  of  PAN,  and  in  fact  all  collectors  and  investors  of  Pennsylvania 
look  forward  to  a great  event  — namely,  the  ANA's  1989  Convention 
being  held  in  Pittsburgh  this  August.  This  affords  all  Pennsyl- 
vanians a chance  to  "rise  and  shine"  and  show  the  world  that  we 
are  proud  of  our  hobby  and  the  part  that  Pennsylvania  has  played 
in  numismatics.  I invite  all  numismatists  in  Pennsylvania  to  join 
in  and  make  the  1989  ANA  Convention  a resounding  success! 

These,  of  course,  are  strictly  my  observations.  PAN  and  the 
Clarion  will  offer  "equal  time"  to  different  viewpoints.  Try  us!

TBE  1989  PITTSBURGH  A.N.A.  MEDAL 

...from  Initial  I dea  to  Amazing  Achievement 

by  Donald  D.  Carlucci 


On  a business  trip  that  I made  to 
Philadelphia  on  January  10,  1988, 

I met  with  my  friend  John  Mercanti 
over  dinner  at  Bookbinder's  Sea- 
food Restaurant.  During  dinner, 

I approached  John  with  the  idea 
of  his  creating  a design  for  the 
American  Numismatic  Association's 
medal  for  the  convention  to  be 
held  in  Pittsburgh  in  August, 1989. 
John  was  very  receptive. 


He  wanted  to  do  something  for  the 
collector  fraternity  generally, 
and  in  particular  as  a favor  to 
the  Pennsylvania  Association  of 
Numismatists.  John  has  always  had 
a warm  and  friendly  association 
with  P.A.N.  At  the  Pittsburgh 
P.A.N.  Convention  Show  (at  the  Air- 
port Holiday  Inn,  Pittsburgh)  on 
November  16,  1985,  he  had  been  the 
featured  banquet  speaker,  discuss- 
ing his  creation  of  the  Statue  of 
Liberty  Silver  Dollar  for  the  U.S. 
Mint . 

That  Statue  of  Liberty  Dollar  was 
his  all-time  favorite  coin  design. 
The  symbolism  of  the  poor,  tired, 
downtrodden  immigrant  coming  to 
America,  the  land  of  hope  and  op- 
portunity, he  was  able  to  detail 
deftly  in  an  eloquent  medallic  ren- 
dition. 

At  the  Lancaster  P.A.N.  Convention 
Show  (at  the  Americana  Host  Resort) 
on  October  31,  1987,  John  was  again 
the  main  banquet  speaker,  paying 


homage  to  the  unknown  and  unused 
coin  designs  that  were  created  by 
the  United  States  Mint's  master 
sculptor-engravers  of  the  past. 
John's  time,  his  expertise  and  his 
talents  were  always  open  to  the 
numismatic  community.  This  kind- 
ness of  spirit,  generosity  of  tal- 
ent and  wanting  to  share  with  the 
collector  fraternity  were  now  go- 
ing to  be  extended  to  the  American 
Numismatic  Association. 

"Go  Ahead"  From  A.N.A. 

After  our  initial  meeting  in  Jan- 
uary, 1988,  where  I obtained  John's 
willingness  to  created  the  designs 
for  the  Pittsburgh  medal,  it  was 
now  necessary  to  get  permission  from 
the  A.N.A. — and  for  that,  we  con- 
tacted another  numismatic  friend, 
Steve  Taylor,  A.N.A.  President. 

On  July  28,  1988,  John  Mercanti  re- 
ceived the  letter  from  Stephen  Tay- 
lor, A.N.A.  President,  to  execute 
the  designs  for  the  1989  medal. 

Mint  Approval 

As  part  of  the  government  protocol, 
because  of  John's  position  as  U.S. 
Mint  Sculptor-Engraver,  it  was  nec- 
essary to  receive  permission  from 
the  Department  of  the  Treasury.  On 
August  11,  1988,  Chief  Engraver  Eliz 
abeth  Jones  wrote  a letter  to  U.S. 
Mint  Director  Donna  Pope,  seeking 
her  approval.  Days  went  by... that 
turned  into  weeks.  August  turned 
into  September.  September  became 
October.  October  came  and  passed. 
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The  chill  of  November  came  with  ab- 
solutely no  comment  from  the  Treas- 
ury Department.  The  numismatic 
community  waited/  now  even  enter- 
taining thoughts  of  failure... 
thoughts  of  defeat.  Finally,  in 
late  December  of  1988,  the  word, 
the  permission  that  was  so  eagerly 
awaited,  was  finally  received. 

John  Mercanti  had  been  given  of- 
ficial approval  to  create  the 
designs  for  the  1989  ANA  medal. 

It  had  been  almost  a year  to  the 
day  since  I had  first  met  with 
John  at  Bookbinder's  Restaurant 
in  Philadelphia  and  proposed  the 
idea.  Just  getting  approval  had 
taken  a long  time! 

Many  Ideas 

Although  the  granting  of  official 
permission  had  taken  approximately 
one  year,  the  Pittsburgh  numismat- 
ic community  was  feverishly  devel- 
oping  ideas  and  concepts  as  to 
what  their  medal  should  depict. 

From  the  time  of  the  first  Pitts- 
burgh ANA  Committee  Meeting,  held 
on  April  6,  1988,  at  the  Vista 
Hotel  under  the  direction  of  Patri- 
cia Yates  (the  former  ANA  Conven- 
tion Director),  the  subject  of  the 
convention  medal  was  a frequent 
topic  among  committee  members. 

This  was  the  meeting  where  I re- 
ceived official  permission  from 
the  ANA  Pittsburgh  Committee  to 
approach  John  Mercanti  to  design 
our  medal.  The  idea  of  having  a 
sculptor-engraver  from  the  U.S.Mint 
to  design  the  medal  was  electrify- 
ing! At  this  first  organizational 
meeting,  several  themes  were  dis- 
cussed. One  item  of  unanimous 
agreement  was  that  the  design  must 
be  representative  of  the  city  of 
Pittsburgh.  The  most  visible  fea- 
ture of  the  city  is  its  distinct 
triangular  shape,  outlined  by  the 
Allegheny  and  Monongahela  Rivers 
as  they  join  to  form  the  mighty 
Ohio . 

"The  Golden  Triangle" 

Pittsburgh's  downtown  area  has 
long  been  known  as  "The  Golden 
Triangle ," and  the  triangle  theme 
would  surely  be  an  important  ele- 
ment in  the  medal's  design. 


Coincidentally,  the  convention  was 
being  sponsored  jointly  by  three 
local  clubs,  and  the  number  three 
fits  neatly  with  the  triangle  theme 
and  Pittsburgh's  three  rivers. 

"The  Gateway" 

Another  theme  which  arose  in  the 
design  discussions  was  Pittsburgh's 
transition  through  the  past, present 
and  future.  I felt  that  the  theme 
that  could  be  used  for  the  medal 
should  be , "Pi ttsburgh  - Gateway  to 
the  Future."  In  colonial  days, the 
city  had  been  called  the  Gateway  to 
the  West  - because  anything  east  of 
Pittsburgh  represented  civilization 
and  anything  west  was  the  wild  fron- 
tier. Now,  Pittsburgh  was  going 
through  a major  transition.  The  coal 
industry  was  depleted.  The  once 
mighty  steel  mills,  the  epitome  of 
the  sweatshops  and  workshops  of  the 
western  world,  were  now  closed. 

Where  in  days  past,  Pittsburgh  had 
been  a geographic  gateway, now  it 
was  becoming  an  economic  gateway 
to  the  future.  The  city's  universi- 
ties and  medical  community  are  re- 
nowned throughout  the  world  for 
their  advances  in  bioengineering, 
transplants , computer  sciences,  ro- 
botics and  artificial  intelligence. 

"Most  Livable  City" 

The  image  of  Pittsburgh  as  a dark, 
smoky  steel  town  is  as  outdated  as 
an  Edsel,  yet  the  image  persists 
in  the  minds  of  many  Americans.  The 
committee  members  wanted  to  embrace 
the  city's  rich  history , but  empha- 
size how  far  removed  the  modern 
city  is  from  the  image  of  old.  The 
clean  downtown  skyline  is  the  cen- 
terpiece of  "Pittsburgh  - America ' s 
Most  Livable  City,"  as  currently 
rated  by  the  Rand  McNally  Almanac. 

Several  ideas  were  considered  as 
representations  of  today's  Pitts- 
burgh. Again,  the  themes  of  the 
city's  universities  and  medical 
centers  were  discussed.  When  ideas 
for  representing  the  city's  past 
were  entertained,  the  Blockhouse, 
an  18th  century  remnant  of  Fort 
Pitt,  was  proposed. 
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A Presidential  Milestone 

A prominent  local  numismatist  and 
Washingtonian  collector,  Richard 
Buckley,  reminded  the  group  that 
1989  would  be  the  200th  anniver- 
sary of  George  Washington's  in- 
auguration. At  first,  some  mem- 
bers dismissed  this  thought  as 
being  too  far  afield,  but  Mr. Buck- 
ley  quickly  reminded  the  group 
that  Washington,  as  a young  sur- 
veyor, was  one  of  the  first  white 
men  tovisit  the  forks  of  the  Ohio, 
and  had  been  impressed  with  the 
military  significance  of  a fort 
at  that  location.  ANA  Publicity 
Chairman  Wayne  Homren  suggested 
that  the  design  could  feature 
Washington  looking  down  on  the 
city  from  atop  the  hillside  across 
the  river.  The  hilltop  provides 
a natural  vantage  point  for  view- 
ing the  city,  and  is  now  a popu- 
lar tourist  attract ion , approp- 
riately named  Mt.  Washington. 

Soon,  the  various  ideas  began  to 
jell.  Rather  than  have  Washington 
view  the  uninhabited  point  area 
of  the  mid  1750s,  let  him  view  the 
modern  Pittsburgh  skyline  of  1989! 
"Pittsburgh  - Gateway  to  the  Future" 
became  for  young  Washington  the 
modern  skyline  emanating  from  a 
sylvan  setting,  framed  by  the 
three  rivers. 

A Basic  Proposal 

Publicity  Chairman  Wayne  Homren 
sketched  out  a rough  draft  of  what 
the  design  might  look  like.  At 
home,  he  redrew  his  rough  initial 
sketch  with  more  care  and  detail. 
Washington,  mounted  on  horseback, 
gazes  down  at  the  modern  city. 
Representing  the  area's  distant 
past,  steelmaking  heyday, and  mod- 
ern present  were  an  American  In- 
dian paddling  a canoe,  a tugboat 
pushing  a coal  barge,  and  an  air- 
plane flying  overhead.  In  a moment 
of  jest,  I suggested  to  Wayne  that 
his  equestrian  Washington  looked 
more  like  Sancho  Panza  on  a donkey 
...but  the  sketch  did  outline  the 


important  elements  of  the  committee's 
decision . 

Reverse  Ideas 

Once  the  main  theme  had  been  decided , 
discussion  turned  to  the  medal's 
reverse.  Here,  the  obvious  choice 
seemed  to  be  the  triangle  theme, 
symbolizing  both  the  city  itself 
and  the  unity  of  the  three  sponsor- 
ing clubs.  Again,  Wayne  Homren  made 
an  initial  sketch  which  enable  -fur- 
ther comments.  The  redone  version 
shows  a triangle  as  a central  device. 
The  names  of  the  sponsoring  clubs 
appear  on  the  sides  of  the  triangle. 

In  the  center  is  the  ANA's  lamp  of 
knowledge  logo.  Filling  in  the  re- 
maining space  on  the  reverse  are 
two  leafed  branches. 

I now  had  the  concepts  and  designs 
that  Wayne  and  the  committee  cre- 
ated. In  order  to  send  a complete 
package  to  John  Mercanti,  I pur- 
chased a series  of  books  on  George 
Washington,  especially  those  which 
detailed  the  time  he  spent  in  Pitts- 
burgh as  a surveyor,  and  later  as 
the  defender  of  Fort  Necessity, 
near  Uniontown,  Pa.  Included  with 
the  designs  and  books  were  a num- 
ber of  postcards  and  pictures  de- 
picting modern  Pittsburgh,  its  sky- 
line and  three  rivers.  I also  in- 
cluded a city  map,  outlining  the 
geographic  locatin  of  the  Golden 
Triangle  formed  by  the  convergence 
of  the  Allegheny  and  Monongahela 
Rivers  forming  the  Ohio  at  the  point . 

Mercanti' s Concept 

The  package  of  books , maps , pictures , 
post cards , des igns  and  concepts  were 
now  forwarded  to  Mr.  Mercanti.  John 
looked  at  our  designs  and  the  ma- 
terials and  then  started  to  formu- 
late his  own  ideas  and  concepts. 

He  wanted  to  create  his  own  version 
of  Washington.  A Washington  that 
had  never  been  done  before.  Instead 
of  depicting  Washington  on  horseback, 
John  created  him  not  as  a military 
man,  but  as  a young  surveyor.  He 
had  Washington  sitting  on  the  present- 
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day  Mt.  Washing ton , looking  down 
at  the  point  in  its  wooded  setting 
as  it  must  have  appeared  in  his 
day,  with  the  modern  Pittsburgh 
skyline  rising  from  this  sylvan 
background.  For  one  brief  second, 
John  wanted  to  depict  Washington 
gazing  into  the  future.  He  pur- 
posely did  not  put  a lot  of  detail 
into  the  buildings  and  skyline  be- 
cause he  wanted  them  to  appear 
ghostly,  as  one  might  view  it  in 
a vision. 

In  order  to  create  a young  George 
Washington,  John  used  his  nineteen- 
year-old  son , Christopher , as  a 
model.  Physically,  Washington  was 
quite  tall  for  his  time.  He  was 
over  six  feet  in  height,  and  made 
an  eloquent  contrast  to  the  men 
he  would  later  lead  into  battle 
- men  barely  over  five  feet  tall. 
Young  Christopher  Mercanti  made 
an  excellent  model.  His  father 
stripped  him  down  to  his  shorts 
and  took  a series  of  pictures  de- 
picting an  anatomy  that  must  have 
been  similar  to  Washington's. 

When  the  right  pose  was  chosen, 
John  began  to  clothe  his  model 
with  the  type  of  attire  that  Wash- 
ington would  have  used  as  a sur- 
veyor . 

A Remarkable  Theme 

As  John  Mercanti  designed  and  cre- 
ated his  medal,  he  began  to  feel 
that  this  could  be  his  greatest 
of  works.  Although  designs, pic- 
tures and  books  were  sent  to  him, 
artistically  he  was  free  to  choose 
his  own  designs.  He  had  the  ob- 
verse, with  Mercanti 's  Washington. 
Now,  he  turned  his  attention  to 
the  reverse.  Although  Homren's 
reverse  had  shown  a triange,John 
immediately  knew  what  he  wanted 
to  do  when  he  saw  the  point.  The 
obverse  of  themedal  had  a classi- 
cal, almost  historical  design. 

His  reverse  would  be  contemporary 
and  modernistic  in  style.  It  would 
be  a perfect  fit,  a perfect  mar- 
riage. Not  only  would  it  reflect 
the  genius  of  the  designer,  but 
it  would  further  emphasize  the 
theme  of  the  medal,  "Pittsburgh  - 


.Gateway  to  the  Future."  It  was  al- 
most uncanny.  The  three  rivers 
would  be  detailed  three-dimension- 
ally  in  a manner  that  had  never 
been  attempted  before.  Knowing  that 
the  medal  would  be  struck  in  a lim- 
ited edition  of  gold, he  purposely 
designed  the  medal's  rivers  by  lift- 
ing or  raising  the  surface  of  the 
water  so  it  would  refledt  the  beau- 
ty of  the  gold  itself.  This  took  a 
lot  of  design  time,  technique  and 
skill.  Getting  the  right  design 
for  the  water  was  very  important. 
Since  Medallic  Art  Company  was  to 
strike  the  piece  in  high  relief, 

John  struggled  for  countless  hours 
to  get  the  right  effect. 

Around  the  border  of  the  reverse, 
John  inscribed,  "American  Numisma- 
tic Association",  and  at  the  bottom, 
"98th  Anniversary  Convention  August 
9-13,  1989  Pittsburgh,  PA."  The 
three  organizations  sponsoring  the 
convention,  PNS,  WPNS,  and  PAN  were 
also  set  in  bold  letters  on  the  re- 
verse. To  John,  the  three  organi- 
zations matched  the  symbolism  of 
the  three  rivers.  That  is,  PNS  and 
WPNS  helped  to  form  the  PAN  club. 

Long  Hours 

Since  John  could  not  begin  work  un- 
til official  sanctions  were  received 
from  the  U.S.  Treasury  Department, 
in  order  to  complete  the  project, 
he  was  forced  to  work  on  Christmas 
Day, 1988,  and  New  Year's  Day,  1989. 
By  early  1989,  after  many  long  and 
rigorous  hours,  the  designs  were 
finally  completed.  After  the  draw- 
ings were  accepted,  John  created 
the  clay  models  which  were  used  to 
develop  molds  for  the  plaster  casts. 
The  plaster  models  were  sent  to 
Medallic  Art  Company  in  Danbury, 
Connecticut,  and  set  on  the  medal 
reduction  machine  where  the  dies 
were  executed  for  the  bronze , si lver 
and  gold  medals. 

Amazing  Achievement 

I believe  that  this  medal  will  be 
the  most  sought  after  piece  that 
was  ever  struck  to  honor  an  ANA 
Convention.  The  mintages  of  the 
pieces  will  be  extremely  low . In  the 
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IV  diameter  versions,  the  gold 
pieces  will  have  a mintage  of  just 
forty,  the  silver  pieces  will  have 
a mintage  of  250,  and  the  bronze 
will  have  a total  mintage  of  250. 

A 2\"  diameter  bronze  medal  will 
also  be  struck  with  a total  mint- 
age of  150  pieces. 

With  the  alluring  beauty  of  the 
obverse  and  reverse  designs  of 
this  very  important  ANA  medal,  I 
predict  that  with  the  low  mint- 
ages and  high  demand,  the  interest 
in  these  medals  will  undoubtedly 
be  great. "America's  Most  Livable 
City"  has  become  immortalized  by 
one  of  America's  greatest  sculptor- 
engravers  . 

"John  Mercanti,  thank  you  for  a 
job  well  done ! "

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ANA  CONVENTION  SPONSOR 
CLUBS  HAVE  RICH  HISTORIES 


Three  local  clubs  have  joined  forces  to  sponsor 
the  upcoming  ANA  Convention  in  Pittsburgh,  PA 
(August  9-13,  1989).  General  Chairman  Sam 
Deep  is  President  of  PNS.  Assistant  Chairmen 
Don  Carlucci  and  Lawrence  Korchnak  are  Past 
Presidents  of  PAN  and  WPNS,  respectively.  This 
article  outlines  the  history  of  these  three  active 
Western  Pennsylvania  coin  clubs. 

Western  Pennsylvania 
Numismatic  Society 

WPNS  is  one  of  the  oldest  numismatic 
organizations  in  the  country,  having  been  founded 
in  1878.  WPNS  was  the  host  club  for  the  1935 
ANA  Convention.  This  was  the  second  visit  to 
Pittsburgh  by  the  ANA.  The  first  ANA  convention 
was  held  at  Niagra  Falls  in  the  Spring  of  1892,  but 
adjourned  to  complete  its  business  later  the  same 
year  in  Pittsburgh. 

One  of  the  founding  members  of  WPNS  was 
Large  Cent  expert  George  Clapp,  who  was  a co- 
founder of  ALCOA,  the  Aluminum  Corporation  of 
America.  Clapp  wrote  several  books  and  articles 
on  the  subject  of  Early  American  Cents,  and 
donated  significant  collections  of  coppers  to  the 
American  Numismatic  Society  and  the  Carnegie 
Museum  of  Natural  History  in  Pittsburgh. 

WPNS  membership  rolls  have  included  othei 
numismatic  notables  such  as  William 
W.  Woodside,  Howard  Gibbs,  and  John  A.  Beck. 
Woodside,  a prominent  attorney,  was  the  curator 
of  the  vast  coin  collections  at  the  Carnegie 
Museum.  From  1939  to  1948  Woodside  edited 
NUMISMA,  "an  occasional  numismatic  pamphlet," 
devoted  to  various  scholarly  topics  relating  to 
coins  of  the  world. 

Gibbs  was  a pioneer  in  the  study  of  Primitive 
Money,  and  authored  many  books  and  articles  on 
the  subject.  The  legendary  Beck  collection  was 
formed  before  1924,  and  was  sold  at  auction  in 
1975-77.  The  Beck  holdings  included  an 
extensive  collection  of  Private  and  Territorial  Gold 


Coins,  plus  the  largest  hoard  of  1856  Flying  Eagle 
cents  ever  formed. 

Current  WPNS  members  include  students  of 
such  diverse  fields  as  Ancient  and  Byzantine 
Coins,  Siege  Coins,  Jetons,  Mexican  Coinage, 
Coins  of  the  British  Commonwealth, 
Washingtonia,  Large  Cents,  Bust  Halves, 
Counterstamps,  Encased  Postage  Stamps,  Civil 
War  Tokens,  Depression  Scrip,  Charge  Coins, 
Transportation  Tokens,  and  Numismatic 
Literature. 

Wayne  Homren,  WPNS  Vice-President,  is 
Publicity  Chairman  for  the  convention.  John 
Burns,  WPNS  Treasurer,  is  serving  as  Education 
Chairman  and  coordinator  for  the  Numismatic 
Theatre.  Past  President  Richard  Crosby  is  Exhibit 
Chairman,  Richard  Buckley  is  Bourse/Property 
Chairman,  and  Ed  Krivoniak  is  Tour  Chairman. 

Beginning  in  1878,  WPNS  has  issued  several 
commemorative  medals  in  bronze,  silver,  and 
gold.  These  medals  will  be  on  display  at  this 
year’s  ANA  convention,  along  with  portions  of  the 
Society's  original  minutes  and  Treasurer's  reports 
from  1878.  WPNS  is  Member  number  6 of  the 
ANA,  part  of  the  first  group  of  clubs  to  join 
following  the  1912  Federal  Club  Charter.  1989 
marks  WPNS’  75th  year  of  membership  in  the 
ANA,  and  a special  ceremony  will  be  held  at  the 
convention. 

Pittsburgh 
Numismatic  Society 

Founded  in  1950  as  the  Brookline  Coin  Club,  the 
organization  met  in  various  locations  including  a 
pharmacy,  an  insurance  agency,  a funeral  home, 
and  a bank  before  moving  to  their  current  location 
at  the  University  of  Pittsburgh.  In  1953  the  club 
became  a member  of  the  ANA.  On  May  31 , 1956 
the  club's  name  was  officially  changed  to 
Pittsburgh  Numismatic  Society. 

PNS  hosted  the  Penn-Ohio  Coin  Clubs'  annual 
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conventions  in  1958,  1961,  and  1964.  Among  the 
more  notable  club  members  were  George  Marlier, 
Duane  Feisel,  and  Ray  Byrne.  Marlier  was  the 
longest-serving  President  of  WPNS  (all  but  one 
year  between  1924  and  1938).  Exonomist  Feisel 
authored  the  first  catalog  of  parking  tokens. 
Caribbean  coin  expert  Ray  Byrne  won  several 
Heath  Literary  Awards  and  served  on  the  ANA 
Board  of  Governors  from  1965  to  1967. 

PNS  Recording  Secretary  James  Kunz  is  in 
charge  of  Pre-Registration  for  the  1989  ANA 
Convention.  Corresponding  Secretary  David 
Deep  is  in  charge  of  Young  Numismatist  activities. 
Treasurer  Rodger  Hershey  is  serving  as  Finance 
Chairman,  and  Rodger’s  wife  Dottie  is  heading  the 
Hospitality  Committee.  Constance  Leone  is 
organizing  the  Friendship  Luncheon.  David  Deep 
is  chairman  for  Young  Numismatist  activities,  and 
Richard  Heintz  is  in  charge  of  Pages. 

Pennsylvania  Association 
of  Numismatists 

Founded  in  1978,  PAN  is  the  youngest  of  the 
three  sponsoring  organizations.  In  its  brief 
eleven-year  history,  PAN  has  seen  tremendous 
growth,  and  has  become  the  first  statewide 
numismatic  organization  for  Pennsylvania.  Nearly 
two  hundred  individuals  and  clubs  throughout  the 
state  are  members  of  PAN.  The  organization 
holds  an  annual  coin  convention,  and  publishes  its 
journal,  The  Clarion,  three  times  a year. 

While  PAN's  activities  today  are  much  like 
those  of  any  other  statewide  organization,  the 
group’s  origins  were  anything  but  typical.  PAN 
was  a child  of  necessity,  born  out  of  the  need  for  a 
unified  lobbying  effort  against  the  proposed  sale 
of  the  numismatic  holdings  of  the  Carnegie 
Institute  in  Pittsburgh.  Plans  for  the  sale  were 
announced  at  the  WPNS  100th  Anniversary 
Banquet  in  November,  1978.  The  announcement 

v 

shocked  the  local  numismatic  community,  whose 
members  had  supported  the  collections  for  many 
years. 

Following  the  announcement,  Sampson  Paguia 
approached  Don  Carlucci  and  several  other  local 
hobbyists  with  the  idea  of  forming  an  association 
of  all  the  coin  clubs  in  Pennsylvania.  The  initial 


task  of  the  group  would  be  an  effort  to  halt  the 
proposed  sale,  described  by  some  as  "cultural 
vandalism."  After  a lengthy  court  battle  led  by  the 
State  Attorney  General’s  office,  an  out-of-court 
settlement  was  reached  whereby  portions  of  the 
collection  would  remain  at  the  museum,  while  the 
rest  would  be  sold. 

Once  the  museum  matter  was  resolved,  PAN 
lacked  a consistent  focus,  and  interest  in  the 
organization  started  to  fade.  But  through  the 
dedicated  efforts  of  a core  group  of  individuals, 
PAN  regrouped  its  forces.'  With  the  help  of  John 
Eshbach  and  the  officers  of  the  Central 
Pennsylvania  Numismatic  Association,  PAN  was 
revived  and  set  on  its  current  course. 

Today  PAN  is  truly  a statewide  organization, 
holding  meetings  and  conventions  throughout 
Pennsylvania.  PAN  celebrated  its  10th 
anniversary  with  a banquet  at  its  1988  convention 
in  Scranton,  PA.  A one-ounce  silver  round  was 
issued  to  commemorate  the  event. 

PAN  has  established  two  annual  awards  of 
merit,  named  after  past  Chief  Engravers  of  the 
U.S.  Mint.  The  Gilroy  Roberts  Award  honors 
members  for  achievements  in  numismatic 
education.  The  Frank  Gasparro  Award  honors  an 
outstanding  individual  for  contributions  to  PAN 
and  numismatics  in  general.  The  awards  consist 
of  handsome  bronze  plaques  decorated  with  a 
head  of  Liberty  designed  by  Frank  Gasparro. 

PAN’s  association  with  mint  engravers  includes 
member  John  Mercanti,  the  sculptor/engraver  who 
designed  the  Statue  of  Liberty/Ellis  Island 
commemorative  half  dollar,  and  several  other 
notable  mint  products.  Through  the  efforts  of  PAN 
past-president  Don  Carlucci,  Mercanti  agreed  to 
design  the  1989  ANA  Convention  Medal. 

PAN  Corresponding  Secretary  Pat  McBride  is 
serving  as  Patron  Chairman  for  convention. 
Former  regional  vice-president  Charles  Culleiton 
is  Banquet  Chairman.  Corleen  Chesonis  and 
former  Clarion  editor  Eileen  Kelly  are  serving  as 
Registration  Chairmen. 
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DONALD  GDNNET  NAMED  "OUTSTANDING 
NUMISMATIST  IN  CENTRAL  PENNSYLVANIA" 


The  Central  Pennsylvania  Numis- 
matic Association  held  a very 
successful  Annual  Coin  Show  on 
April  8 and  9 at  the  Farm  and 
Home  Center  in  Lancaster.

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TEN  REASONS  TO  EXHIBIT

Deep  is  currently  President  of  the  Pittsburgh  Numismatic  Society  and  Isa 
member  of  the  Token  and  Medal  Society,  Pa.  Assn,  of  Numismatists  and  Pa.  Token  Collectors. 


My  first  ANA  Convention  was  San 
Diego  in  1983;  I set  up  my  first 
exhibit  in  Atlanta  in  1987.1  wish 
I had  done  both  about  20  years 
sooner . 

ANA  Conventions  are  as  terrific 
as  everyone  who  attends  them  says 
they  are/  and  there's  little  I can 
add  to  what  you  read  and  hear  ev- 
erywhere about  coindom's  spectac- 
ular event.  But  who  ever  has  any- 
thing nice  to  say  about  exhibiting? 
And  why  not?  I , £ or  one/don't  un- 
derstand the  silence.  The  fun  of 
going  to  the  annual  convention  is 
easily  doubled  by  placing  some  por- 
tion of  your  collection  under  glass 
in  the  exhibit  area. 

Maybe  it's  a conspiracy.  Perhaps 
the  "regulars"--the  score  or  so  of 
ANA  members  who  exhibit  year  after 
year/ like  some  modern  cartel — have 
agreed  to  keep  the  goodies  to  them- 
selves. The  basis  of  the  plot  is 
to  withhold  any  information  to  the 
outside  world  that  might  expose 
the  pleasures  experienced  by  this 
exclusive  group. 

Well/  at  the  risk  of  incurring  the 
wrath  of  this  clandestine  group/ I 
am  letting  the  cat  out  of  the  bag. 

I may  pay  dearly  for  this  indis- 
cretion/ but  the  collective  enjoy- 
ment of  my  fellow  numismatists  is 
worth  the  price.  So  here  goes. (I 
hold  The  Numismatist  blameless  for 
the  hate  letters  or  worse  that  will 
surely  follow  this  unauthorized 
revelation . ) 

1.  The  thrill  of  winning.  Fifty- 
nine  exhibitors  earned  awards  at 
the  ANA  Convention  in  Cincinnati 
last  year.  Each  received  an  at- 
tractive/personally engraved/ 


walnut  wall  plaque/  imbedded  with 
a gold- / silver- / or  bronze-colored 
medal  denoting  first/  second  or 
third  place/  respectively. 

2.  Sense  of  pride.  Most  collectors 
feel  about  their  coins  the  way  my 
wife  feels  about  our  grandchild  -- 
they  can't  wait  to  show  them  off. 
Nothing  beats  the  thrill  of  seeing 
someone  stroll  by  your  exhibit  case 
and  stop  just  to  admire  your  prize 
possessions . 

3.  Camaraderie.  As  an  exhibitor/ 
you'll  meet  new  friends.  Those 
who  exhibit  in  your  category  have 
the  same  kind  of  collecting  fever 
you  do.  I now  correspond  with 
someone  I competed  against  this 
past  year  --  even  though  his  son 
(and  mine ) "out-pointed"  me. 

4.  Multi-purpose  exhibits.  If  you're 
smart/  you'll  display  your  material 
at  your  local  club  before  the  ANA 
Convention/  so  you  can  benefit  from 
the  ideas  of  members.  You  can  con- 
tinue to  competitively  exhibit  your 
display  at  future  ANA  shows  until 

it  takes  best  of  show  or  two  first- 
place  awards/  whichever  comes  first. 
Many  regional  show  chairmen  love  to 
give  you  space  for  your  set-up/ 
whether  or  not  they  sponsor  a corn- 
petit  ion  . 

5.  Photo  I.D.  All  exhibitors  receive 
a free  photo  I.D./  the  most  tangible 
and  appreciated  benefit  of  exhibit ing . 
Your  photo  I.D. badge  gets  you  into 
the  bourse  area  when  the  dealers  get 
in.  You'll  beat  the  crowds  to  your 
favorite  dealers'  tables  by  2 hours. 
And(you  won't  believe  this)the  per- 
son you  designate  as  your  exhibit 
assistant  also  receives  a photo  I.D.  !

6.  Security  Room.  Non-dealers  who 
wish  to  store  valuables  in  the 
convention  security  room  and  re- 
trieve them  as  needed  must  pay  a 
$50  fee.  Your  photo  I. D. earns  you 
and  your  assistant  the  same  priv- 
ilege, just  for  the  asking. 

7.  Exhibitors'  reception.  Once 
displays  are  in  place,  the  ANA 
sponsors  a refreshment-laden  re- 
ception in  honor  of  exhibitors. 
There  you'll  meet  lots  of  people 
worth  knowing  and  hear  each  of 
your  counterparts  say  a few  words 
about  his  or  her  presentation. 

This  is  one  of  the  most  enjoyable 
events  on  the  convention-week 
calendar . 

8.  Exhibitor's  medal.  While  tear- 
ing down  my  first-ever  display, I 
was  pleasantly  surprised  when  the 
Exhibit  Chairman  came  over  to  me, 
handed  me  a box  and  said, "Here's 
your  medal."  I responded,  "What 
medal?"  He  didn't  hear  me  and 
walked  away,  so  I opened  the  box 
to  come  face-to-face  with  my  ex- 
hibit medal.  It's  a large  (56mm) 
attractive,  uniface  piece  featur- 
ing the  ANA  lamp  of  knowledge , the 
words  "For  Merit  of  Exhibit"  and 

a reproduction  of  the  obverse  and 
reverse  of  the  official  convention 
medal . 

9.  Banquet  ticket.  Since  1984  I 
have  attended  every  ANA  banquet; 
in  1987  I stopped  paying  to  get  in. 
A free  banquet  ticket  is  stuffed  . 
into  every  exhibitor's  packet. 

The  meal  is  delicious,  the  enter- 
tainment is  worthwhile,  each  table 
is  brimming  with  numismatic  fel- 
lowship, and  the  door/table  prizes 
are  attractive.  (A  copy  of  the 
special-edition  Red  Book  left  at 
each  place  setting  in  Milwaukee 
just  sold  at  auction  for  $75,  and 
several  local  bottle  collectors 
covet  my  ANA  coke  bottle  from  the 
Atlanta  Convention.) 

10.  Education.  To  me,  no  other  con- 
vention activity  is  as  educational 
as  exhibiting  — not  even  the  fan- 
tastic Numismatic  Theatre.  You'll 


learn  more  about  the  art  of  num- 
ismatic presentation,  the  skills 
of  exhibit  judging,  the  intrigue 
of  other  collecting  specialties, 
and  the  importance  of  your  own 
collection  than  you  could  in  per- 
haps any  other  way. 

If  you  are  ready  to  give  exhibiting 
a try  at  the  Pittsburgh  .Convention , 
write  to  Exhibit  Chairman  Richard 
Crosby  at  2543  Penn  Ave . , Pi t tsburgh , 
PA.  15222.  He  will  mail  you  an  ex- 
hibit application  and  a set  of  rules 
to  you.  But  if  you're  still  not 
convinced,  read  on. 

Many  ANA  members  arm  themselves  with 
excuses  for  not  exhibiting,  few  of 
which  are  very  convincing: 

Excuse  #1 : " I don ' t know  how  to  exhibit . " 

No  one  knows  how  to  exhibit  before 
they  do  it,  but  there  are  lots  of 
ways  to  learn  the  ropes.  Looking 
at  displays  mounted  by  others  is 
unquestionably  the  best  way  to  get 
ideas.  More  help  comes  from  study- 
ing the  rules  and  particularly  the 
scoring  sheet  used  bythe  judges. 

And  then  there's  good  old  on-the- 
job  training — my;  best  teacher. 

Excuse  #2:  "My  collection  isn't 
complete  enough."  "Completeness" 
is  indeed  one  of  the  judging  cri- 
teria, but  it  doesn't  refer  to  your 
collection.  It  means  how  complete 
the  exhibit  is  as  defined  and  lim- 
ited by  its  title  and  description. 
Last  year  my  exhibit  of  college 
and  university  medals  received  high 
marks  for  completeness , even  though 
the  24  medals  shown  represented 
leas  than  1 percent  of  extant 
pieces . 

Excuse  #3:  "My  coins  aren  ' t valuable 
enough  to  win  an  award."  I used  to 
wonder  about  this  myself,  and  then 
I saw  the  judges'  rating  sheet. 

Only  10  of  the  possible  100  points 
can  be  awarded  for  "rarity."  As 
defined  on  the  rating  sheet , " rari ty" 
means " the  number  of  like  coins  be- 
lieved to  exist"  and  not  necessar- 
ily their  value.  My  i nexpens i ve , 
but  hard- to-f ind , college  and  uni-

companies  such  as  "United1  Blues"  and  "First  Dragons" 
which  drilled  from  1843-1850.  Successful  In  business, 
he  helped  finance  the  Iron  fountain  mentioned  above. 

Eventually,  the  building  was  turned  over  to  the  Bor- 
ough of  Hanover,  and  after  adding  two  wings.  It  be- 
came the  Borough  High  School  In  1932,  then  a Junior 
High  In  1946,  and  currently  It  Is  the  Hanover  Middle 
School . 

1988 

The  "Sllsby"  Hanover  Steam  Fire  Engine  Is  featured 
on  the  1988  medal.  The  Hanover  Borough  purchased 
the  steamer  from  the  Sllsby  Manufacturing  Co.  of 
Seneca  Falls,  N.Y.  on  Nov.  23,  1881  for  $4,400.  The 
Sllsby  was  dedicated  March  11,  1882,  and  remained 
in  service  at  Hanover  Fire  Company  #1,  118  East 
Chestnut  St.,  until  1897  when  It  was  rebuilt,  and 
then  continued  in  service  until  1917.  The  last  ma- 
jor fire  In  which  the  Silsby  was  used  was  on  Nov. 

2,  1916.  It  was  replaced  with  a gasoline-powered 
LaFrance  pumper.  However,  the  Silsby  lives  on  by 
participating  in  large  parades  for  b i centenn i a I s, etc. 
It  currently  is  on  display  at  the  Hanover  Fire  De- 
partment's new  station  on  North  Franklin  St. 

1989 

The  Hanover  Union  Depot  depicted  on  the  1989  medal 
was  built  on  land  that  was  leased  from  the  borough 
by  the  Hanovei — York  Short  Line  Railroad  and  entailed 
the  alley  from  Carlisle  St.  to  the  R.R. (approximate- 
ly 150  yards).  It  was  widened  at  a cost  of  $1500. 

This  alley  presently  fronts  the  Hanover  Public 
Library,  known  as  Library  Place. 

In  the  Spring  of  1889,  the  contract  was  awarded  for 
the  building  to  Slagle  and  Menough  0.  A brick  struc- 
ture, one  story  high,  30'  X 70',  was  erected.  The 
inside  of  the  depot  had  been  sectioned  off,  allow- 
ing the  separate  use  by  the  Penna.  and  Western  Mary- 
land Railroads.  Each  had  Its  own  ticket  office  and 
continued  in  use  until  all  railway  passenger  service 
stopped  in  Hanover  during  1942.  For  a while,  the 
building  was  used  as  a repair  shop  and  later  it  was 
used  by  the  Railway  Express  Company. 

This  year  is  the  100th  anniversary  of  the  Hanover 
Union  Depot.  This  building  and  brick  platform  remain 
as  it  looked  many  years  ago,  and  it  currentl y houses 
the  Fisher  Insurance  Company.

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MEDAL  COMMEMORATES 


THE  JOHNSTOWN  FLOOD 

Medals  In  bronze  and  silver  (.999  Fine),  one  ounce 
In  weight,  have  been  Issued  to  recognize  the  100th 
Anniversary  of  the  devastating  Johnstown,  Pa.  Flood 
of  1889. 

One  side  depicts  the  cause  of  the  "Great  Flood." 

At  3:30  p.m.  on  May  31,  1889,  the  highest  part  of 
the  South  Fork  Dam,  about  eight  or  ten  feet  deep, 
broke  away.  In  a few  minutes,  the  bulk  of  the 
middle  portion  of  the  embankment  washed  out,  re- 
leasing all  of  the  water  In  the  whole  reservoir. 

The  torrent  rushed  down  the  valley,  with  the  ad- 
vance wave  of  the  flood  leading  to  Johnstown. 

With  a speed  of  50  miles  an  hour,  the  flood  tore 
through  the  city. 

A section  of  the  flood  passed  through  a railroad 
viaduct  known  as  "the  stone  bridge."  But  the 
arches  soon  became  obstructed  with  wreckage  and 
in  a short  time  developed  into  a dam.  This  reflex 
action  formed  an  immense  whirlpool,  3/4  of  a mile 
in  diameter,  which  swirled  around  Johnstown  with 
a depth  of  25  to  30  feet.  This  was  the  most 
tragic  scene  of  the  flood.  Hundreds  of  people 
were  caught  in  the  whirlpool,  while  others  on 
the  shoreline  were  powerless  to  help. 

The  number  of  lives  lost  cannot  be  determined, 
but  it  is  estimated  at  3,000. 

The  other  side  of  the  medal  features  the  "Unknown 
Plot,"  a monument  on  a section  of  a cemetery  that 
contains  the  graves  of  over  700  unidentified  or 
unclaimed  victims. 

Each  medal  comes  with  a custom  holder  and  an  in- 
formative pamphlet  detailing  events  of  "The  Great 
Flood."

Gleanings  from  Early  Records  of  the 


Merchants  and  Manufacturers  Bank  of  Pittsburgh 


By  Wayne  K.  Homren 


The  author  has  recently  acquired  original  record  books  of  the  Merchant's  and  Manufacturer's  Bank  of 
Pittsburgh.  These  records  provide  interesting  insights  into  the  business  of  banking  in  the  early  19th  century. 

' This  article  is  based  primarily  on  excepts  from  these  unique  books. 

The  "M&M."  bank  was  chartered  in  1 833.  The  minute  book  records  the  first  official  meeting  as  follows: 

At  a meeting  of  the  directors  of  the  Merchants  and  Manufacturers  Bank  of  Pittsburgh  held  the  Exchange  hotel 
on  Tuesday  the  4th  June  AD  1 833  present  the  following  named  Gentlemen:  viz 


The  assemblege  proceeded  to  elect  the  following  officers  of  the  bank:  Mr.  Dallas,  Secretary,  and  Mr. 
Tiernan,  President  of  the  Board  of  Directors.  A committee  of  Messrs  Lightner,  Forsythe,  and  Dallas  was 
directed  to  "wait  on  Mr.  Correy  and  ascertain  whether  he  will  accept  the  Situation  of  Cashier,  and  upon  what 
terms."  A second  committee  of  Messrs  Church,  Lorenz  and  Scott  was  directed  to  "select  a suitable  building  for 
a Banking  house."  Both  committees  were  to  report  at  the  next  meeting,  to  be  held  the  following  afternoon  at  4 
o’clock. 

At  the  next  meeting  (Wednesday,  June  5th),  Mr.  Church’s  committee  was  not  yet  ready  to  report,  and  was 
granted  an  extension.  Mr.  Lightner’s  committee  reported  that  "Mr.  Correy  had  agreed  to  accept  the 
cashiership  upon  terms  to  be  indicated  by  the  Bank.”  On  a motion  of  Mr.  Cook  it  was  unanimously  resolved 
"that  the  Annual  Compensation  of  the  Cashier  of  the  Merchants  and  Manufacturers  Bank  of  Pittsburgh  be  two 
thousand  five  hundred  dollars."  Next,  a vote  was  taken  and  "James  Correy  was  unanimously  elected 
Cashier..." 

At  the  same  meeting  the  board  appointed  T.  B.  Dallas  Solicitor  of  the  bank  at  an  annual  compensation  of 
three  hundred  dollars.  The  annual  compensation  of  the  President  of  the  board  was  set  at  four  hundred  dollars. 

The  following  day  (Thursday,  June  6th) 

"Mr.  Church  from  the  Committee  appointed  to  procure  a Banking  House  made  report  recommending  that  the 
Stone  Building  in  Second  Street  formerly  occupied  by  the  Branch  of  the  Bank  of  the  United  States  be  rented  until

The  recommendation  was  adopted  and  Messrs  Church,  Scott,  and  Lorenz  were  appointed  a committee  to 
prepare  the  building  for  business. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Church,  a committee  was  raised  to  ascertain  if  a suitable  lot  can  be  purchased  to  erect  a 
banking  house,  and  also  report  a plan  of  the  building  with  an  estimate  of  the  cost. 

Mr.  Clarke  offered  the  following  resolution  which  was  adopted,  viz. 

Resolved,  that  the  Cashier  be  authorized  to  proceed  to  Philadelphia  and  Baltimore  to  procure  plates  for  Bank 
notes,  a corporate  seal,  Books,  and  Stationary,  and  generally  to  make  such  arrangements  as  may  necessary  to 
open  an  account  with  some  Bank  or  Banks  in  those  cities. 


The  next  meeting  was  held  on  Tuesday,  June  11,  1833.  At  this  meeting  the  following  positions  were 
created:  Chief  Clerk,  $800.00;  Teller,  $700.00;  Assistant  Clerk,  $500.00;  Runner  and  Watch,  $400.00. 

At  the  next  meeting  (Monday,  June  17,  1883),  were  adopted  the  "Rules  and  Regulations  for  Conducting  the 
Business  of  the  Merchants  and  Manufacturers  Bank  of  Pittsburgh."  The  rules  were  handwritten  into  the  minute 
book.  Twenty  numbered  rules  cover  span  eight  pages.  "The  Secretary  was  instructed  to  have  printed  one 
thousand  copies  of  the  same  in  pamphlet  form."  It  is  not  known  whether  any  of  these  pamphlets  survive. 

Rule  1 

The  bank  shall  be  kept  open  for  the  transaction  of  business  from  nine  o’clock  in  the  morning  until  three  o’clock 
in  the  afternoon,  every  day  in  the  year,  except  Sundays,  Christmas  Day,  the  first  of  January,  the  fourth  of  July, 
and  such  other  days  as  may  be  excepted  by  order  of  the  board  of  directors. 

Rule  2 

The  bank  shall  take  charge  of  the  cash  of  all  such  persons  as  shall  choose  to  place  it  there,  free  of  expense, 
and  shall  keep  it  subject  to  the  order  of  the  depositor,  payable  at  sight,  and  shall  also  recieve  special  deposits  of 
plate,  and  other  valuable  articles  of  small  bulk,  at  the  risk  of  the  depositor. 

Rule  15 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  President  to  take  into  his  custody  at  the  bank  the  plates,  paper  moulds,  and  bank  paper; 
to  superintend  the  printing  of  all  bills  or  notes  ordered  by  the  directors  to  be  printed;  and  keep  a regular  account 
of  the  bank  papers  in  his  custody,  and  the  quantity  ordered  from  time  to  time  for  inscription,  which  account  shall 
be  checked  by  examinations  by  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  bank.  He  shall  also  sign  all  bills  and  notes 
issued  by  the  Corporation  and  have  in  his  custody  the  bonds  of  the  officers,  and  the  Seal  of  the  Bank,  which  he 
shall  cause  to  be  affixed  to  all  such  instruments  and  documents  as  the  directors  shall  order. 

Rule  16 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Cashier  to  countersign,  at  the  bank,  all  bills  or  notes  to  be  signed  by  the  President,  or 
by  order  of  the  board;  carefully  to  observe  the  conduct  of  all  persons  under  him,  and  report  to  the  board  such 
instances  of  neglect,  incapacity,  or  bad  conduct,  as  he  may  discover  in  any  of  them;  daily  to  examine  the 
settlement  of  the  cash  accounts  of  the  bank;  to  take  charge  of  the  cash,  and  whenever  the  actual  amount 
disagreed  with  the  balance  of  the  cash  account,  report  the  same  to  the  President  and  directors  without  delay; 

At  the  Monday,  June  24th  meeting,  the  board  reviewed  correspondence  sent  from  Philadelphia  by  the 
cashier,  Mr.  Correy.  The  correspondence  outlined  prospective  arrangements  with  the  Western  Bank  at 
Philadelphia  and  the  Bank  of  North  America.  It  was  "Resolved  that  the  President  advise  the  Cashier  that  the 
Board  prefers  the  arrangements  offered  by  the  Western  Bank  of  Philadelphia." 

Mr.  Correy’s  letter  also  addressed  "the  subject  of  Plates  for  notes,"  but  there  is  no  further  mention  of  the 
subject  in  that  day’s  minutes.  The  next  board  meeting  was  held  after  the  national  holiday,  on  July  5th,  1833. 
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"A  letter  from  the  Cashier  dated  at  Philadelphia  1st  July  to  the  President  inclosing  a proof  impression  of  the  $5 
notes  of  the  Bank  was  read  and  submitted." 

The  proof  specimen  is  undoubtably  of  the  note  listed  as  PA  312-105  in  "Pennsylvania  Obsolete  Notes  and 
Scrip"  by  Richard  T.  Hoober.  The  note  bears  the  imprint  "Chas.  Toppan  & Co.,  Phila."  The  note  features  four 
vignettes.  At  the  center  is  a seated  Liberty  with  Shield.  At  left  is  a seated  blacksmith,  and  at  the  right  is 
Commerce.  Between  the  signatures,  at  the  bottom  of  the  notes,  is  the  classic  dog  and  safe.  A proof 
specimen  is  pictured  in  James  A.  Haxby’s  "Standard  Catalog  of  United  States  Obsolete  Bank  Notes 
1782-1866",  numbered  PA-545-G6. 

At  the  same  meeting  the  Board  considered  the  purchase  of  a lot  for  building  their  banking  house.  The 
committee  had  identified  two  suitable  sites,  "a  lot  in  fourth  street  ...  situated  ninety  feet  west  of  the  Branch 
Bank  U.S.  with  sixty  feet  front  and  one  hundred  feet  in  depth  can  be  had  for  seven  thousand  five  hundred 
dollars."  A smaller  lot  on  Fifth  street  was  also  available  at  $5,500.  The  committee  also  reported  "that  a 
suitable  building  of  good  appearance  can  be  erected  for  five  thousand  dollars."  The  board  approved  a motion 
to  purchase  the  fourth  street  lot  and  assigned  the  committee  the  task  of  procuring  plans  and  estimates  for 
erecting  a building. 

No  further  mention  of  building  plans  was  made  until  the  minutes  of  the  July  29th  meeting. 

On  a motion  of  Mr.  Cook  Resolved  that  the  plan  and  specifications  for  a banking  house  submitted  by  Mr.  Scott 
be  adopted,  excluding  the  dome  and  two  of  the  windows  in  the  front. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Cook,  the  board  proceeded  to  open  and  consider  proposals  for  erecting  a building  on  the  plan 
adopted;  it  appeared  that  Mr.  Thomas  Scott’s  offer  fix  six  thousand  four  hundred  dollars  was  the  lowest;  ordered 
that  a contract  be  entered  into  with  Mr.  Scott  at  this  sum. 


By  August  1833  it  appears  that  the  bank  had  commenced  normal  operations.  There  were  58  recorded 
board  meetings  between  August  1st,  1833,  and  February  10th,  1834.  Most  of  the  entries  consist  of  little  but 
the  names  of  the  board  members  present. 


The  Thursday,  November  7th,  1833  meeting  minutes  record  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the 
Bank.  The  committee  reported  that  the  bank  was  in  possesion  of  the  following:

Business  continued  as  usual  until  a Special  Meeting  was  held  on  Tuesday  February  11th,  1834. 

Mr.  Clark  offered  the  following  preamble  & resolution,  which  on  motion  was  adopted  unanimously  — 

The  directors  of  the  Merchants  & Manufacturers  Bank  of  Pittsburgh  having  in  view  no  object,  and  with  no 
feeling  unconnected  with  the  interest  of  the  Stockholders  in  the  institution,  and  the  general  prosperity  of  a 
community  with  which  those  interests  are  identical;  have  witnessed  with  infinite  concern  the  alarming  difficulties 
and  embarrasments  which  daily  thicken  around  all  classes  of  a most  industrious  and  heretofore  thriving 
population.  It  is  a scene  of  universal  pecuniary  distress  palpable  to  every  one  engaged  in  business  of  whatever 
description  or  however  limited  to  none  it  is  more  painfully  apparent  than  to  those  under  whose  charge  has  been 
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placed  the  direction  of  the  local  Banks.  The  cause  will,  it  is  believed  be  at  once  found  in  that  general  want  of 
confidence  consequent  upon  removal  of  the  National  purse  from  its  stipulated  and  secure  depository. 

Entertaining  the  convictions  that  an  immediate  revival  of  business  in  its  former  bases  can  only  be  looked  for  in 
the  speedy  restoration  of  the  public  moneys  to  the  Bank  of  the  United  States  as  expression  of  the  sense  of  this 
board  therefore  -- 

Resolved  - that  congress  ought  as  the  only  means  of  relief  to  direct  the  return  of  the  public  deposits  to  the 
Bank  of  the  United  States  and  that  our  immediate  Representation  be  requested  to  use  his  best  exertions  to 
promote  that  object. 

Resolved  --  that  the  president  of  this  board  be  authorized  to  transmit  copies  of  the  above  proceedings  to  the 
Hon’ble  Wm  Wilkins  and  Harmar  Den/iy  with  a request  that  they  would  present  them  to  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Representatives  and  also  to  forward  copies  of  the  same  to  the  speakers  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Rep.  of  this 
state  as  communicating  the  news  of  this  board  in  relation  to  the  great  questions  recently  reported  upon  by  a 
committee  of  the  Senate  of  Pennsylvania. 

Harmar  Denny,  a Whig,  had  been  elected  to  the  House  of  Representatives  in  1829,  and  served  until  1837. 
William  Wilkins  was  a Democratic  Senator  who  served  from  1831  to  1834.  On  March  28th,  1834  the  U.S. 
Senate  censured  President  Jackson  for  removing  the  deposits  of  the  Bank  of  the  United  States. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  wording  of  the  above  entry  is  strikingly  similar  to  the  wording  of  an  entry  in 
the  minutes  of  a meeting  of  the  directors  of  the  Bank  of  Pittsburgh,  held  the  same  day.  Apparently  officers  of 
the  two  banks  had  been  communicating  about  their  common  difficulties,  leading  to  the  common  wording  of 
their  resolutions. 

At  the  February  12th,  1835  meeting 

a communication  from  a committee  of  the  citizens  of  Butler  requesting  the  establishment  of  a branch  of  this 
bank  in  that  town  was  read  and  considered.  On  motion  it  was  resolved  that  the  cashier  be  instructed  to  reply  to 
the  application  that  the  board  do  not  think  it  expedient  to  take  any  steps  at  present  for  the  establishment  of  any 
branches  of  this  bank. 

On  May  11th,  1835 

The  following  letter  from  Mr.  Dallas  was  read  and  ordered  to  be  inserted  into  the  Minutes: 

Gentlemen 

Having  recieved  and  accepted  a judicial  appointment,  it  becomes  necessary  for  me  to  resign  my  seat  as 
director  of  the  Merchants  and  Manufacturers  Bank.  For  the  same  reason,  the  situation  of  solicitor  for  the  bank 
with  which  I have  been  heretofore  honored,  becomes  vacant. 

In  thus  tendering  my  resignation,  and  taking  leave  of  you,  permit  me,  with  unfeigned  sincerity  to  express  an 
ardent  wish  for  the  continued  prosperity  of  the  institution  under  your  charge,  and  my  most  cordial  good  feelinq  for 
all  of  you  personally. 

The  minutes  of  the  November  3,  1835  meeting  contain  a detailed  report  of  a proposition  to  purchase  the 
loans  and  debts  of  the  Pittsburgh  Branch  of  the  Bank  of  the  United  States,  totalling  $672,372.97.  Apparently 
this  action  was  in  anticipation  of  the  expiration  of  the  Charter  of  the  Second  Bank  of  the  United  States. 
Congress  refused  to  renew  its  charter  and  the  bank  closed  its  doors  in  March,  1836. 


By  the  end  of  1835  the  bank’s  cash  holdings  had  grown  to  nearly  two  and  a half  times  the  1833  total.  The 

report  of  the  committee  on  the  State  of  the  Bank  reported  as  follows,  as  recorded  in  the  November  5,  1835 
minutes:

At  the  April  4th,  1836  meeting,  the  board  considered  problems  with  transferring  funds  to  Cincinnati,  and 
directed  a committee  to  appoint  a new  agent  of  the  bank  in  that  city.  At  the  same  meeting  the  board  approved 
a salary  raise  for  the  Cashier,  Mr  Correy.  "Resolved  unanimously  that  the  salary  of  the  present  cashier  be 
now  advanced  to  four  thousand  dollars  per  annum  on  the  first  instant." 

The  banks  acquisition  of  loans  from  the  Branch  of  the  Bank  of  the  United  States  led  to  "unusually  great" 
profits  in  the  next  quarter,  as  reported  in  the  May  3rd,  1836  minutes.  The  board  declared  a 4 1/2  per  cent 
dividend  on  its  stock.  It  was  also  reported  that  "it  has  been  the  misfortune  of  the  Bank  to  have  stolen  from  its 
counter  a packet  amounting  to  $9,420  which  may  not  be  recovered." 

At  the  July  2nd,  1836  meeting  the  board  unanimously  adopted  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  that  the  Merchants  and  Manufacturers  Bank  of  Pittsburgh  is  willing  to  become  a Public  Depository 
under  the  provisions  of  the  Act  passed  23  June  1836  and  in  consideration  of  having  been  selected  by  the 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury  on  behalf  of  the  United  States  is  willing  to  agree  to  all  the  terms  and  conditions  and 
faithfully  to  execute  all  the  duties  and  services  and  incur  all  the  liabilities  prescribed  by  the  said  Act  for  a deposit 
Bank ... 

At  the  same  meeting  the  board  dealt  with  the  resignation  of  the  Cashier  and  the  appointment  of  a 
successor. 

A communication  from  Mr.  Correy  containing  his  resignation  as  Cashier  of  this  Bank  was  recieved  and 
accepted. 

A Committee  consisting  of  Messrs  Forsythe,  Scott,  and  Lightner  was  appointed  to  address  Mr.  Correy  on  the 
subject  of  his  leaving  this  Institution. 

A resolution  was  offered  and  adopted,  that  the  salary  of  the  Cashier  after  this  date  be  $2,500  per  annum. 

The  board  went  on  to  unanimously  appoint  Mr.  Jesse  Carothers,  the  bank’s  bookkeeper  as  the  new 
Cashier.  At  the  July  7th  meeting  the  board  appointed  D.  L.  Browne  as  the  new  bookkeeper. 

By  July  1836,  the  cash  in  hand  had  again  increased,  this  time  by  a factor  of  nearly  40%.  The  board  found 
"in  possesion  of  the  Teller  as  follows:"

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At  the  August  23rd,  1836  meeting  the  board  adopted  a resolution  making  the  bank  the  authorized  distributor 
of  appropriations  for  building  an  extension  of  the  Cumberland  Road  west  of  the  Ohio  River. 

The  minutes  of  the  October  20th,  1836  board  meeting  are  last  extensive  entries  in  the  minute  book.  The 
main  subject  of  the  meeting  was  Legislation  authorizing  an  increase  in  the  Bank’s  capital.  The  committee 
investigating  the  issue  objected  to  a clause  in  the  Charter  of  the  Bank  of  the  United  States  which  allows  it  to 
buy  and  sell  stocks.  The  committee  feared  that  the  Bank  of  the  U.S.  could  buy  controlling  interest  in  the 
Merchants  and  Manufacturers  Bank. 


These  early  minutes  provide  an  extrordinary  view  of  the  banking  business  as  it  existed  in  Pittsburgh  in  the 
1830’s.  The  Merchants  and  Manufacturers  Bank  of  Pittsburgh  continued  to  prosper.  It  endured  the  Civil  War 
and  in  1865  it  became  a National  Association.  It  survived  several  financial  panics,  and  in  1904,  it  merged  with 
the  Bank  of  Pittsburgh.
